What do we plant in the Fall? THIS CATAL@G LISTS THE ITEMS THAT ARE BEST PLA- 


NTED IN THE FALL AS WELL AS ITEMS THAT MAY BE PLANTED EITHER FALL OR SPRING. DUTCH BULBS MUST 
BE PLANTED IN THE FALL IN ORDER TO DEVELOP AND BLOOM NEXT SPRING. ALMOST ALL PERENNIALS CAN BE 
PLANTED IN THE FALL, THE ONLY EXCEPTION BEING THE FALL BLOOMING PERENNIALS, SUCH AS HARDY AST= 
ERS AND CHRYSANTHEMUMS. EVERGREENS AND BROADLEAVED EVERGREENS CAN BE PLANTED IN THE FALL, BE 
GINNING ABOUT SEPTEMBER 15TH, OR IN THE SPRING. WE DO NOT RECOMMEND THE FALL PLANTING OF SPR 
UCE IN THE GREAT PLAINS REGION. DECIDUOUS TREES AND SHRUBS CANNOT BE DUG AND TRANSPLANTED UNTIL 
WE HAVE HAD ENOUGH FROST FOR THE PLANTS TO BECOME DORMANT$3 THIS USUALLY OCCURS IN NOVEMBER,
